„ Actt ° enable Hls Majesty’s Subjects of whatever 
Persuasion to testify their Allegiance to him,” and 
tor other Purposes relating thereto.

or Perfon profeffing the Popilh or Roman Catholic Religion, Ihould take any 
Benefit under the faid Aft, unlefs he fnould have firft taken and fubfcribed 
the Oath and Declaration therein contained, and alfo the laid Oath ap. 
pointed by the faid recited A3 of the thirteenth and- fourteenth year bf His 
Majefty’s- reign : 

And whereas, notwithftanding the laid recited A£t, doubts have arifen 
whether it is not neceffai y to entitle fuch Papifts or Perfons profeffing the i 
Popilh or Roman Catholic Religion in Ireland. , to take the Benefit of the faid 
recited Afls of the twenty- firft and twenty-fecond and thirty-third years of 
His Majefty’s reign, that fuch Papifts or Perfons profeffing the Popilh or 
Roman Catholic Religion Ihould, before the accruing of fuch Benefits, 
take and fubfcribe or have taken and ftibfcribed the Oaths and Declara- 
tions mentioned in the faid recited Aa S of the thirteenth and fourteenth and 
thirty-third years of His Majefty’s reign, in manner and at tne places therein 
mentioned : 

■ And whereas it is expedient to quiet the poffeffion of fuch Perfons as 
mav have omitted to take and fubfcribe the faid Oaths and Declarations 
as bv the faid laft recited Afts direSed, and to remove any doubts as to 
the Titles of fuch Perfons to any Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments : 
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JBOto therefore be it CrtafteB by the KING’S Molt Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of 
the fame. That from and after the paffing of this Aft, all Papifts or Perfons 
profeffing the Popilh or Roman Catholic Religion in Ireland, who Ihall have

rallies. „ Pars 0 f His Majefty’s reign, Ihall be and are hereby freed, indemnified 
anddifeharged of and .from, and Ihall not be liable or fubjeS .to any pawl-, 
ties forfeitures, difabilities or incapacities, or to any Laws for the limita- 
tion charging or difeovering of their eftates and property, real or perioral, 
or touching the acquiring of property or fecurities affedting property, lav 
ffich as His Majefty’s SubjeDs of the Proteftant Religion in Ireland are 
liable to, laving neverthelefs to all Perfons who have inftituted o, com 
menced any aflion or fuit in Law or Equity previous to this Aft, aUta 
right, title, eftate and intereft, claim or demand, both at Law and Lqo f, 
as° they had, could, might or ought to have had, as fully to all intents w - 
foever, as if this A3 had never been made ; any thing herein contained 
the contrary notwithftanding. 

And be it alfo Enafted, That Papifts or Perfons profeffing the Pop*® 
Roman Catholic Religion in Ireland, Ihall not for the purpofe of tak L 
holding, acquiring or difpofing of any Freehold or other Intereft i d ’ 
Tenements or Hereditaments, be required to perform any quahfi „ , _ 
other requifites fave fuch as are required of His Majefty s^PrQtefta 
jeds in like cafes by any Law or Laws now in force : Pl ,°™“ a ‘ 

that nothing herein contained Ihall extend or be conftrued to e 

entitle any Papift or Perfon profeffing the Popilh or Roman Cath 
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who Ihall not have performed all fuch Requifites and Qualifications, 
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taken and fubfcribed. all fueh Oaths and Declarations, as by any Law or 
Laws now in force concerning the elefling of Members to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for that part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
called Ireland, are enafled, expreffed and required to be taken, fubfcribed 
and .performed by Perfons profelfmg the Popifh or Roman Catholic Reli- 
gion. 

And be it further F.naaed, That any.Market Town or Place where any 
General or other Seffions of the Peace or any Adjournments thereof, or any 
Adjournments of an Adjournment thereof are held, for the purpofe of re«-i- 
fering Freeholders in the faid Kingdom of Ireland, {hall be and the fame 
are hereby declared to be a Seffion for taking and fubfcribing the faid Oaths 
and Declarations contained in the faid recited Afls of the° thirteenth and 
fourteenth and of the thirty-third years of His Majefty’s reign ; any Law 
now in force to the contrary thereof notwithftanding. 
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
